W hen the answ er had been deter­ 
mined the secretary and am bassador 
conferred for an hou r. 
Opinions ex­ 
pressed were tentative. 
N egotiations between the govern­ 
m ents are expected to proceed in regu ­ 
lar fashion. 
It Is gathered that while the Japa­ 
nese alleged technical violations of the 
treaty of 1911 by the California law 
these relate to m inor provisions, su ch 
as that prohibiting Japanese from in­ 
heriting property in California. 
The real 
w eight of objection 
is 
against the spirit of the whole legis­ 
lation, which Is regarded as distinct­ 
ly discrim inatory against the Japanese. 
In his answ er Secretary Bry an is 
u nderstood to have recou nted the ef­ 
forts made by the adm inistration to 
gu ard 
against 
an 
Infringem ent 
of 
treaty rights of the Japanese. Officials 
here believe that this su bstantially has 
been accom plished 
throu gh 
am end­ 
m ent of the original Webb bill and 
that, at any rate if the Japanese gov­ 
ernm ent takes a contrary view it will 
be an easy m atter for It to te st the 
issu e In the Am erican cou rts.

W ashington, May 20.—[Special.]—A 
goml roads m ovem ent which means 
bu siness has been started In the hou se. 
Congressm an H enry of T exas has re­ 
ported his resolu tion for a com m ittee 
on roads and has no dou bt abou t its 
adoption. 
The way s and menu s com­ 
m ittee, which is m aking u p the list of 
hou se com m ittees, Is tentatively m ak­ 
ing a roads com mittee, which will have 
change of all m easu res relating to 
roads. 
It is expected tha t Dorsey W. 
Shackleford of Missou ri will t>e chair­ 
m an of the new com m ittee. 
It w as Shackleford who proposed the 
am endm ent to the postofflce bill In the 
first session of the last congress, which 
looked like real governm ent aid for 
roads. 
For this service he w as called 
“ Dirt Road Shack” by those who op­ 
posed the movement. 
B u t tliu t did not 
hu rt him in his district. 
What the Committee Means. 
The creation of this new com m ittee 
will m ean that the twenty -five or thir­ 
ty road and highw ay bills that have 
been introdu ced and sent to the post 
office com mittee, the interstate com­ 
m ittee, the agricu ltu re com m ittee and 
several other com m ittees will all be 
referred to the roads com m ittee with 
a view of working ou t a bill which 
will menu federal aid to roads In the 
most practical m anner. 
The road sen­ 
tim ent in congress is growing stronger 
every y ear 
A Knotty Problem. 
For more than six m onths the su ­ 
prem e cou rt has had before it the 
B arnhart-B ou rne law relating to new s­ 
papers and periodicals and at this 
w riting has not been able to solve the 
problem. 
It m u st be a knotty qu es­ 
tion tha t pu zzles su ch em inent ju rists 
so long. T he qu estion Is w hether con­ 
gress can compel pu blishers to m ake 
statem ents in reference to their ow ner­ 
ship and be compelled to label reading 
m atter advertisem ents as su ch before 
they are allowed second class mail 
rights. 
The law was Intended to get 
a t the ow nership and control of pu bli­ 
cations and to prevent “veiled adver­ 
tising’’ u nder the gu ise of reading m at­ 
ter. 
Mu rdock’s Difficu lties. 
“ I can't find places for all my fel­ 
lows,” 
com plained 
Minority 
Leader 
Mu rdock of the Progressive party . lie 
referred to com m ittee places. 
There 
are nineteen mem bers of the third par­ 
ty and only nl*>u t a dozen comu iitt« *e 
places of any accou nt. 
Some of them

is Ju st as im portant as the other. 
And 
that is the trou ble which a minority 
lender w ith com m ittee places to dis­ 
tribu te alw ay s encou nters 
Interested In Underwood.
